Crime and Science, 


Lord Chancellor Ilnrwlcke and Chief 


Justice Raymond once advised the sov- 
ereign that he could grant a pardon to 
criminals under sentence of death if 
"they would consent to undergo medical 
experiments for the benefit of science.

To say nothing of (jrem Britain,we are 
led in naval strength a loiu way by 
France, a country which hits much lesa 
than half of'the United States' wealth.

The carping 
critics that are constantly crying out 
against the expense of creating aud 
maintaining au adequate uavy should 
receive little attention from those who 
have the responsibility ou their hands 
of carrying out SYasmugtou's maxims.

While 
the usual frequent leiuperalure changes 
will pass every few days, the tend will 
be upward more than the season iudi- 
cales, and we will probably experience 
Ihe highest temperatures of May, while 
thta disturbance is passiug. 


Where rainfall lias been in excess 


notably lu some of the southern states 
—the other extreme will probably bring 
drouth. I see no probability of such 
fine collon weather as prevailed last 
year aud believe that from one-fourth 
to one-third less cotton will be produced 
thin than was produced last year. Rice 
not irrigated, will have bad crop-weatii 
er.

issuance of fraud orders against con- 
cerus doing a dishonest business.

for lotteries. In this work, iu which 
the PostoBlce Department has, iu tbe 
past, been hampered by lack of co- 
operation from other Departments, Mr. 
Cortelyou has enlisted the sympathies 
and cooperation of the Treasury De- 
partment aud of the Department of 
Justice. 


Already raids have been conducted 


and numerous arrests made iu Tacoma, 
San Francisco and iu Cleveland, al- 
though uo arrests were effected In the 
last named city. Within a fe\v days 
raids will be conducted in eleven other 
cities where lotteries or their agencies 
are nourishing, according to informa- 
tion which has reached the Fostotlice 
Department or tbe (Secret Service meu. 
The men thus far arrested claim that 
they represented tbe Mexican Lot- 
tery and tbat the tickets seized were 
for a Mexican drawing, but the Se- 
cret Service meu are of tbeopinlou that 
:he concern has headquarters iu ban 
Francisco. They claim that the print- 
lug of tbe alluring tickets look place iu 
that city. 


In addition to the efficient assistance 


rendered to the PostoIHce Inspectors by 
Ibe Secret Service meu, who irack sus- 
pects and aid iu the arrests, the Depart- 
ment of Justice has issued instructions 
to the United Districts 
Attorneys, 


wherever raids or arrests aie made, to 
render every possible assistance to the 
representative* of the other 
depart- 


ments. The cooperation of the detectives 
of two departments and tbe lawyers of a 
third will, iu ihe estimation ofibe high 
otrK'iali, render life unbearable for Ic/t- 
tery agents In this country aud they 
are confident the evil will be thorough- 
ly eradicated within a short time as a 
result of the drastic course uow being 
pursued. 
Within tbe past few days 


the Postoftlce Department has, more- 
over, Issued fraud orders against agent* 
of tbe German Slate Lottery aud the 
Hungarian Lottery, both of which ap- 
pear to have been doing a thriving busi- 
ness iu the United States. 


Another reform which Postmaster 


General Cortelyou is netting ou font con- 
cerns political activity by ptMmasters 
and oiber employees of the Department. 
Although the law and the civil service 
regulations strictly forbid pernicious 
political activity ou the part of the fed- 
eral employee*, postmasters iu various 
sections bave been In tbe habit of wrlt- 
ug to the Postmaster General or bis 
sslstants for special rulings iu their 
asee, hoping, of course, to secure more 
ax construction of the law tbau has 
jeeu general. 


Mr. Cortulyou uow purpose* to have 
irepared aud seut to all postal um- 
iloyees a circular of Instructions on 
His subject, clearly defining the extent 
o which they are entitled to engage in 
Dollllcs aud partisan undertakings. 


(Tensive partisanship will be couipre- 
rUrtlvdy defined and it will be made 
ear that no postmaster or sl'uilar em- 


ployee can associate himself wiih any 
committee or society the purpose of 
which is tbe raising of campaign funds. 
"There will be nothing particularly 
new in the circular," said.the Post- 
maslcr General, today, "out it will be 
plain enough to leave no grnun.1 for 
reasonable doubt in the minds of those 
to whom it is directed. The very best 
service a postuiaaler can render his 
party Is to be a good postmaster. Once 
u circular is issued it will constitute tbe 
only reply sent to those who ask for 
furtiier information aud those who vio- 
lale He injunctions will do HO ut their 
Iieril. Their punifcbment will take the 
form uf discipline, eveu to the extent of 
•dicmissal if the violation is of a gravity 
which merits it." 


Post master General Corlelyon has 


some other reforms of importance iu 
view but as his plans are not yet form- 
ulated be does uot care to discuss them 
for publication at this time. 
Alto- 


gether, the administration of th* new 
Postmaster General, even should it be 
brief, will doubtless see much ueeded 
improvement in the postal service, es- 
pecially If Congress is willing to co- 
operate with him and to aid by legls't- 
tlon lu the 
ueeded 
improvements. 


There is some-fear however, that Con- 
gressmen will be inclined to resent the 
Postmaster General's insistence that 
his subordinates shall uot take oU'their 
coats to carry doubtful congressional 
districts and perform other similar ser- 
vices.

The eggs are 


found in yellowish clusters of 800 to COO 
eggs. These egg clusters are from A to 
U inches by \ lo 1 inch in size mixed 
with hairs from the body of the moth, 
and resemble somewhat a small piece 
of sponge. They may he found uriuci- 
pally on Ihe trunks and limbs of trevs, 
in hollows nnd crevices, but alto on 
rocks, posts and other objects onto 
which the female uioth may have hap- 
pened lo crawl. 


The catterpillars will begin to batch 


in May and will continue iuto June 
At first they will perhaps be difficul 
to distinguish from the larvae of otbe 
moths but when they approach matur 
ity they are easily recognized. In size 
they will become from 1} to 2 Inches in 
length. Tufts of hair grow from tuber- 
cles extending iu rows along the sides 
and back of Its body. The two rows 
along its back have five pairs of blue 
followed by six pain of red tubercle*. 
This Is tbe principal aud moat easily 
discovered characteristic aud la found 
ou tbe caterpillar of no other moth. 


The pupa is dark brown aud may be 


fouud siugly or in group*, lu crevices iu 
tbe bark of trees, between rocks etc. 
The pupa of tbe Gypsy moth is not 
easy to distinguish from lhat of many 
other Lepleoptera. 


The female moth is nearly white in 


color with dark brown irregular bauds 
or markiugs across its fore wings. 
It 


seldom if ever flies or move* far from 
where it transformed from tbe pupa. 
The male is smaller aud dark brown, 
with similar markings ou its wiugs. 
It flies actively with a zig-zag motion. 
The uiotbs appear and lay eggs in Au- 
gust. These eggs live over wiuter and 
propagate the iusect agaiu the next 
year.

Kinds of Plants for Decoration.— 


Against these heavy borders and lu 
the angles about tbe building many 
kinds of flowering plants can be grown. 
Tbe flowers are much more easily cared 
for iu such positions than they are in 
the middle of the lawn, and they also 
show off better. Hollyhocks are very 
effective.

uett brought bis new 230-tou schooner 
Henrietta to the line for an ocean race 
against the 206-ton schooner Fleetwing, 
Oeorge A. Oagood, owner. The course 
was from Sandy Hook to Cape Mav.the 
marks being the Saudy Hook Lightship 
at the start and tbe finish, tbe Five 
Fatbam Lightship being the turniug 
point. Mr. Oagood won tbls race; but 
when Mr. Beuuett received auother 
challenge for October of the same year 
he went to the Hue and this time de- 
feated the fine acboouer Palmer. He 
bad an opportunity further to eveu bii 
game In a later race that season from 
Sandy Hook to Bartlett Keef against 
the Restless for $500 a side. Tbe Hen ri 
etta won. 


Iu 1870, the first struggle for the 


America's C'up was contested, the de- 
fiance beiug offered by James Ashbury' 
schooner Cambria. Mr. Bennett match- 
ed the Dauntless to sail against the 
Cambria from Euglaud here. Samuels 
commanded the American yacht aud 
carried her owner as a passenger, 
The 


race was sailed in July aud was a alow 
oue. The Dauntless averaged ouly 5.3 
miles, aud 
the 
Cambria o.li. 
The 


struggle was finished ou the twenty- 
fourth day.the Cambria passing Haudy 
Hook Lightship at 2.04 P. II. aud tbe 
Dauutlcaa one hour and forty-three 
minutes later. 
Thus, although the 


American yacht went the faster, ahe 
was defeated, for shr? had sailed forty- 
six miles farther than her opponent. 


In H71, liist appeared the schooner 


Dreadnaugtit, of which Captain Samu- 
els was skipper. She was not success. 
lul at the onisei, but Samuels drove 
her till she won. .She was one of the 
coterie of racers Hint fought things out 
iu calms and gales over the Cape May 
couise.

IST2, Mr. Bennett estab- 


lished the Krenton Iteef Cup as a per- 
petual trophy open to all nations.

for racers to and around the Five Ku- 
tlioniBauk Lightship and back.

America's Cup grew, the zest iu ocean 
yacht racing declined.

Thomas Liptou, at the suggestion of 
Thomas Fleming Day, an enthusiastic 
sailor of small boats aud tbe author of 
oue of tbe best sea poems iu tbe Eng- 
lish tongue, bad oHered a cup valued 
at 1500, for little craft to race from 
New York to Marblebead. The con 
testauts were to be cruisert aud less 
thau forty-three feet long ou deck. C. 
F. Tilliughast's Little Rhody, of the 
Bristol Yacht Club, was tbe winner of 
this plucky contest. The New York 
Athletic Club gave a prize for small 
yachts from the western end of Loug 
Islaud Sound to aud around Block Itl' 
and aud back. 
Eveu the Hartford 


Yacht Club had a stretch fur small 
yachts from Saybrook to Block Islaud 
and back. 


Tbe appetite for ouulde rac« has not 


been sated by thete recent couteata. 
On the contrary, it has boon growing. 
This year promisee to be oue of great 
Interest to the ocean world. 
Little 


yachts and big ones are to turu their 
prows seaward, bid farewell to barbort 
aud havens aud spread their Ivory 
wings for daring flight*. Tbe Brooklyn 
Yacht Club in in the field with a cup to 
stand as a perpetual truphy for amall 
yachts, aud to be raced for over a 
course beginning in Gravesend Bay 
and ending iu Hampton Koads. That

will oc the race for Kaieer's Wilhelua's 
cup. That will be all the way across 
the Atlantic from Saady Hook to the 
Lizard. It was in October, 1903, that 
Commodore Tod asked Sir Thomas 
Liptou to orTer a cup for a transatlantic 
"•ace. The sportsmanlike aud liberal 
laronet responded by offering to give 
such a cup, valued at $5000, open to 
;he yachts of all nations.

:ioped that thia prize would coax the 
kaiser to send over his Amencau-built
